ATTENTION TO JUDICIAL RACES 



In unison with the policy of the 
majority of papers throughout the 
State the Louisville Times baa ex- 
tended Itself In choosing Invectives 
In Its description of the late General 
Assembly, hut has specialized by 
attacking the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from Jefferson county, 
especially the former, and to date 
has had no word of praise for Sen- 
ators Knight. Robertson or Huffaker, 
even misrepresenting the facts in the 
good roads bill, which was a pet 
measure of the Times, the associate 
editor, Robert J. McBryde, making a 
personal trip to Frankfort in the in- 
terest of the bill and congratulating 
Senator Robertson for his efforts in 
having the bill brought from the 
Rules Committee and for the fight 
made on the floor by him and his 
associate, 8enator Charles Knight. 

Since the adjournment this same 
associate editor has written that 
Speaker Claud* Terrell, Lieut. Gov. 
McDermott and Senator Huffaker 
deserve all of the credit for the 
passage of the good roads bill, ignor- 
ing the other two Louisville Sen- 
ators, whom Senator .1. F. Bosworth, 
a Republican and author of the self- 
same bill, complimented in the high- 
est terms for their hearty efforts in 
behalf of the measure, yet the Times 
goes out of its way by insinuation 
and inuendo to cheapen these two 
men In the esteem of their con- 
stituents. 

Then again the workmen's com- 
pensation bill, which Is considered 
one of the most Important pieces of 
legislation passed by the Legisla- 
ture, was made a law through the 
signal efforts of Senator Knight, who 
Introduced It In the upper body, and 
during his illness It was carried to a 
successful conclusion by Senator 
Robertson, being opposed- by the 
manufactuiers' and employers' asso- 
ciations and the lawyers represented 
by Senator Huffaker, but of which 
there has been no mention in the 
Times columns, nor of the part taken 
by the Louisville delegation, which 
voted soliJly against the insurance 
bill, with the exception of A. Spahn. 

The banking bill, which prescribed 
a guarantee of bank deposits and 
was bitterly opposed by bankers 
throughout the State because of its 
Socialistic tendencies, wsb defeated 
mainly through the efforts of our 
Junior Louisville Senators for which 
they received the praise and com- 
mendation cf bankers and financiers, 
and last but not least these two 
gentlemen exerted every method of 
diplomacy end parliamentary tactics 
In their command to delay action on 
the State-wide prohibition bill, 
their gallant fight against the sus- 
pension of rules In the House aiding 
considerably In the defeat of the 
measure, which if successful would 
have meant the destruction of many 
Kentucky Industries and the throw- 
ing out of employment of many 
thousands of men and women, in ad- 
dition to a heavy increase in Ken- 
tucky's taxation burden, which is 
being further added to by the de- 
ficits of pauper counties, and which 
•re the loudest In their cry for 
State-wide prohibition. 

The defects of the late General 
Assembly esn be charged directly to 
the prohibition craxe which over- 
shadowed all other legislation, but 
It Is unjustly unfair to charge the 
Louisville delegation with this 
neglect, and the action of the Louis- 
ville Time* is condemned by all fair- 
minded men. regardless of political 
affiliation, when It is taken Into 
consideration that Serators Knlgh- 
and Robertson and the few other 
representatives not approved by the 
Times were always found on the 
side of good government legislation 
for which fact Louisville and Jeffer 
son county should be duly grateful 
Another phase of the knocking feat- 
ure, but welch is practically con- 
fined to the out-ln-the-8tate papers 
Is that wbtle they are loud In their 
denunciation of the last General 
Assembly In one column of their 
paper, in another column they are 
found telling with all sincerity of 
the perfect control of ex-Oov. Beck 
ham over that body, not seeming to 
realise that the failure or success of 
which should he charged to listening 
to its master'* voles. 

Representative Oeorge B. Barrett, 
In a vlalt to this office the other day, 
stated that he wished to deny the 
assertion in the dally papers that 
his boxing bill was unreported for 
passage because of a trade made 
with the supporters of the redllght 
bill, which was alee withheld for 
passage. Mr. Barrett further states 
that he had euough pledged votes for 
the passage of his bill and was un- 
able to push the measure on account 
of illness during the last several 
days of the legislative session. An- 
other misstatement of the dally press 
was that John Schneider, of the local 
takor body, was responsible for the 
passage of the plumbers' bill, when 
the fact remains that the sole credit 
for the pushing of this measure be- 
longs to Thomas Kelly, business 
agent of the Plumbers' Local, 
worked unceealngUr for Its passage 



snd which is attested to by the dif- 
ferent representatives. Schneider 
was also g'ven undue credit for the 
passage of the workmen - compensa- 
tion bill, according to reliable 
authorities. 

As pfedlrted In the columns of the 
Kentucky Irish American recently, 
the proceedings of the Kentucky 
State Federation of Labor, which are 
Just being issued, will put sn awful 
crimp In the Gubernatorial aspira- 
tions of Agricultural Commissioner 
Newman, as It contains photograph 
checks of one-fourth of the annual 
salary of former Labor Inspector 
Ben Sand, same being Indorsed by a 
H. McCarthy and then in turn by 
Newman himself, which role Is not 
very consistent with the high and 
mighty attitude he assumed when 
dismissing Sand for exroslng the 
labor record of the then Bull Moose 
candidate for Mayor, and which at- 
titude was highly approved of by 
the Haldeman papers, which In their 
further regard for Democracy en- 
deavored to show the Democratic 
campaign committee In the light of 
falsifier* after the recent election. 

Now that it Is practically con- 
ceded that Congressman Swagar 
Sherley will have no opposition In 
the Democratic primary of August 
next, the attention of all the local 
politicians is being directed to the 
Judicial nominations of the August 
primary of 1915. which Is a free-for- 
all one, and to date there have been 
many names suggested for entrance 
In the contest for the six Democratic 
Judgeship r.'ominatlons, among whom 
are Charles F. Taylor. Clem Hugglns. 
Loraine Mix. Edward P. Humphrey. 
Eugene Atklsson. Merit O'Neal, 
Thomas A. Barker, R. J. Hagan, R. 
\V. Bingham, Robert L Page, Morton 
K. Yonts, Thomas Walsh and others. 
It Is also expected that Judges 
Lincoln. Field, Quarles, Smith, Cor- 
don and Gregory will all he candi- 
dates for re-election. 



HONORS CHIEF .TTSTICF. 



Edwnrd .Douglas White. Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, has been awarded the 
Laetare medal for 1914 by Notre 
Dame University. Chief Justice 
White has been chosen as the re- 
cipient of this signal honor, the 
highest b»stowed on any Catholic 
layman In America, because of his 
work both as a man of learning and 
as a jurist. Although the announce- 
ment of the name of the recipient is 
made on Laetare Sunday, the medal 
Is not conferred until a later date.. 
In selecting the date for the actual 
conferring of the medal, the con- 
venience of the recipient is taken 
Into consideration. On the occasion 
of the bestowal of this honor the 
presence of noted members of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy in the 
United States and distinguished per- 
sonages among the laity lend an 
peclal brilliancy to the affair. 
The medal was first conferred on 
John Ollmary Shea, historian. The 
following year It was given to Pat- 
rick J. Keeley. architect. It was 
then conferred in succession on Eliza 
Allen Star. Gen. John Newton. Pat- 
rick B. Hickey. Anna Hanson Dorsey, 
William J. Onohan, Daniel Dough- 
erty. Henrv F. Brownson. Patrick 
Donahue. Augustine Daly. Mrs. J. 
Sadller. Gen. William S. Rosecrans, 
Thomas Addis Emmet, Judge Tlm- 
othv E. Howard, Mary Gwendolln 
Caldwell, John A. Crelghton.

John E Fitzgerald, born in Mason 
county forty-five years ago, but a 
resident of Lexington for the greater 
part of his lite, died Saturday at his 
home in that city following an ill- 
ness of several months' duration. 
Ten years ago the deceased entered 
the City Auditor's office as a deputy 
under Mayor Thomas A. Comba and 
was appointed Auditor to succeed 
Moses Kaufman when the Commis- 
sion Government when Into effect In 
January. 11)13. He was considered 
one of the most expert accountants 
In the Stat" and was an unususlly 
popular official. He was the son of 
John C. Fitzgerald, who for many 
years had the contract to repair the 
road and keep the toll gate on this 
end of the Lexington and Maysville 
pike. Mr. Fitzgerald never married, 
and surviving him are his aged 
mother, Mrt. Johanna Fitzgerald: • 
brother. W. O. Fitsgerald, Secretary 
of the Central Construction Com 
pany, and three sister.*. Misses Kath- 
erlne, Margaret and Josephine — all 
of Lexington. He wrs a member of 
the T. M. I. and of the Knights of 
Columbus, and was one of the most 
widely known and highly respected 
men In the Bluegrass section.

NOTREATYPROVISIONSVTOLATED 



Just now. when the Carnegie fol- 
lowers and pro-British are endeav 
orlng to coerce President Wilson 
and Congress upon the policy to bi 
pursued In the operation of the 
Panama canal, thinking men will 
find food for thought In the follow- 
ing from the pen of Nathaniel T. 
Crutchfleld, who views his subject 
from all sides and presents facts 
that can not be controverted. Mr. 
Crutchfleld says: 

The question of the right of the 
United States to grant the privilege 
of free passage through the Panama 
canal In contemplation of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty prohibiting dis- 
crimination in the matter of tolls, 
seems to be agitating the President j 
and other statesmen at Washing- 
ton. It is contended on the one 
part that the recent Panama canal 
act Is a violation of this treaty, and 
that the law should be repealed, or 
at least in pursuance of another 
treaty with Great Britain that the 
question be submitted to the arbitra- 
ment of The Hague Tribunal. 

On the other hand, it Is shown 
that the canal was built on Ameri- 
can territory, and that the provis- 
ions of the treaty have no appllca- 
tlon to a waterway within the ex- 
clusive dominion of the United

The quasi 
whether It Is expedient for our 
country to Inaugurate even In a lim- 
ited way a system of grsntlng bonus

have been more comprehensive in 
their scope, but in no event did 
either treaty contemplate a canal 
excavated on territory exclusively 
within the dominion of the United 
States. 

The Hay-Pauncefote treaty was In 
fact a pure concession by this Gov- 
ernment to Great Britain, gratuitous, 
without any substantial considera- 
tion. It purported to be a substi- 
tute fo rthe Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
and to take the place of the latter, 
which was thereby abrogated. But 
this Clayton-Bulwer treaty had 
long been regarded as of no binding 
effect. Ub provisions were openly 
vlolated. and Ignored by Great 
Britain in its colonization and exer- 
cise of Jurisdiction over the 
Mosquito ('oast, which was expressly 
forbidden by the treaty; It waa 
later, by no less authority than 
some of our most eminent Secre- 
taries of State, denounced as obso- 
lete and of no binding force upon 
the United States. It has also been 
shown by the records at Washing- 
ton that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
In the form In which It was pro- 
mulgated was never ratified by tho 
United 8tates Senate. 

But let us assume that both 
treaties were duly and lawfully 
made and ratified, and that dis- 
crimination is forbidden in the mat- 
ter of tolls between the vessels of 
all countries, the United States In- 
cluded. What possible ground has 
Great Britain upon which to base a 
complaint if the United Statee re- 
mits the tolls on certain American 
vessels? The only effect ot this re-

is concerned is that it is the grant 
ing of a bonus, or subsidy if you 
please, to our coastwise vessels to 
the extent of the tolls which would 
regularly and without that remission 
by the Government be due. Is It 
the concern or business of any 
other country how we contribute 
that bonus; whether we collect It, 
turn it Into the treaaury and pay 
It over agala to the vessel from the 
payment of tolls in the first instance, 
and thus avoid unnecessary book- 
keeping?

So much has been written and 
read of laie concerning the bogus 
Knights of Columbus osth, that the 
following on "Columbianlsm Today 
and Tomorrow," by Hon. John H. 
Reddln. of Denver, will be of Interest 
to the masses of the people: 

The history of the order to this 
time Is replete with constructive 
work. The pioneers who blazed the 
trail from New England across the 
tortuous ways of the great South and 
West— those who survive today- 
may And ample compensation for 
the travail they endured in the 
superb frultfulness of their labors. 
The present sees us well toward the 
zenith. Tomorrow — what of it? 
First taking up the order as a great 
factor In our present day American 
civilization, he continues: 

Some good people, honest people — 
but dupes, nevertheless, of designing, 
wicked and bigoted men — believe 
that the Knights of Columbus hsve 
grown up in a night to tear down the 
great structure of American liberty 
which we and our forbears helped to 
erect. They are builders, these 
Knights of Columbus— not wra*h> 
ers — builders of character — builders 
of education — builders of all those 
things that make for honesty and 
morality in public and private places. 
They are not the outgrowth of any 
sudden spasm. They have been a 
third of a century in the forming. 
They have been teaching their as- 
sociates charity and fraternity. They 
teacp. patriotism — love for this re- 
public and its institutions. They 
have profound respect for the sincere 
religious convictions of their fellow 
citizens of whatever creed. They 
practice those principles of morality 
taiiKht by Christ lite same prin- 
ciples professed by their non-Catholic 
Christian neighbors — as promul- 
gated and defined by the Roman 
Catholic church. Not much danger 
to society in that. Neither do we 
believe there is danger to this repub- 
lic from any denomination of Chris- 
tians whatever. The peril lies In 
godlessness and atheism, and the 
Immorality that follows in their 
wake. These good people — Chris- 
tians no doubt — might well work 
with us for the good of our country 
on the plans proposed by the Knights 
of Columbus. The Knights of 
Columbus 's numerically the greatest 
Catholic fraternal society In the his- 
tory of Christendom — except perhaps 
the ancient Guilds of England, 
France and Germany. They were 
primarily Catholic, essentially fra- 
ternal and sought also social and 
economic betterment. The Knights 
of Columbus is their legitimate suc- 
cessor. Its very numbers, combined 
with the quality and intelligence of 
its membership, enable it to make a 
profound impression on the public 
mind In any great movement for the 
public good. Its power is great. If 
used wisely society will benefit. If 
left dormant the organization will 
decay. If unwisely used our great 
order will crumple and pertah. Are 
we at the pinnacle of achievement? 
What of tomorrow? Jint as surely 
as the falling grains of sand In the 
hour glass mark the extinction of 
time. Just to surely will the Knights 
of Columbus disintegrate as a factor 
ot social value and influence unless 
It keeps doing things — big things— 
thlnga worth while — things which 
bring truth and knowledge and help- 
fulness an I happiness to the whole 
people of this republic. 

Today we are in th* beglnnlnga of 
what I believe to be the greatest 
work of th-? century — s line of work 
which reaches out and beyond our 
membership. It has been likewise 
eaay to bring thla about — Just a little 
perseverance. Today we are sending 
out valiant and well equipped men to 
fight the monster now stalking 
across the country, which would de- 
stroy religion, the home, the fsmlly 
society and civil property rights 
Socialism it the present day peril of 
America. It must be met with the 
weapona of Catholic truth in the one 
hand sad education in the other 
Tha Socialist is aggressive. We* Have 
been quiescent too long. There are 
other evils that menaoe our civil and 
social life, but I have not space to 
discuss them here. They are rapidly 
beoomlng problems The burden of 
their right solution will rest upon the 
Catholic church — all others seem to 
ha at sea — and ao we will continue to 
send out our intelligent snd capable 
Catholic laymen until every citisen, 
Catholic and non-Catholic alike, In 
every city and town and village aud 
hamlet in the oountry haa heard 
their vole is. 

All my experience confirms this 
truth — diatrust and hatred ot the 
Catholic church ia duo to Ignorance 
of the church's history, its prartloea 
and (ta religious and moral phlloa- 
ophy. Whan knowledge replaces 
ignorance, dlstruat and hatred will 
vanish as the night vanishes in the

Socialists and numerous other 
clans of their ilk strive to persuade 
thoughtful people that the Catholic 
hurch has ever been allied with 
what they derisively term "capital."

They labored 
not for years, but for centuries, put- 
ting Into each simple taak ail that 
was best In their nature These un- 
dertakings were so gigantic that they 
necessltsted the dwelling ot the 
laborers and the artists in the neigh- 
borhood ot the work they were doing. 
Vast numbers ot men or trades re- 
quiring mechanical skill and long 
practice built their simple dwellings 
around about the work they were 
engaged In. Sanctitled both by their 
purpose and the surroundings, mason 
clove to mason, carpenter to car- 
penter, goldworker to goldworker 
tor temporal advantage. These men 
were Catholics, their work was de- 
voted to Catholic purposes.

NATIONALISTS STANDING FIRM 



This has been an exciting and 
momentous week for the Irish home 
rule cause In Parliament, but as we 
go to pre33 it seems that the threat- 
ened dangers, have passed and that 
Parliament will place the bill on the 
statute books without further con- 
cessions to the Unionist and Orange 
opposition led by Bonar Law and 8lr 
Edward Carson. The first disquiet- 
ing news was the disaffection among 
the ofricers or the regular army, 
when numbers or orricern In Ulster 
resigned rather than obey orders. 
Threats ot a crisis in the army if a 
movement or regular troops was un- 
dertaken against Ulster had long 
been current, and in some quarters 
It Is believed that the sudden march- 
ing or a limited number or troops 
was ordered so the military authori- 
ties might gather an idea as to how 
widespread the threatened dlsafrec- 
tion was. For several days the utmost 
activity prevailed at the War OKIce 
and In the other departments ot the 
Government, and now the otricers 
concerned are perrormlng their 
duties, which duties naturally in- 
clude obedience to orders. This 
would Indicate the threatened mutiny 
has developed into a tlasco. 

According to press reports King 
neorge hac been taking active part 
In the week's negotiations, but the 
Government leaders show a disposi- 
tion to oppose any compromise with 
the recalcitrants. "Liberalism will 
not riinch one inch before the arro- 
gant and insolent plague ot Tory- 
Ism." was the message conveyed by 
David Lloyd-George, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, to a mass meeting of 
Liberals at HuddersNeld. "The 
country is confronted with the grav- 
est Issue in the history ot democratic 
government since the days -tfT-^rhi*- 
Stuarts." he continued "Repre- 
sentative government In this land is 
ai stake. I am here on behalt 
or the Government to say we 
mean to confront this deflance 
ot popular liberties with resolute 
and unwavering determination, 
whatever the hazard may be. We 
are not fighting about Ulster or 
about home rule. We are righting 
for all that is essential to the ci.il 
liberty or this land." 

Although it was generally con- 
ceded on Thursday, the dispatches 
say, that Premier Asquith had re- 
gained the upper hand in Parliament, 
the Government is by no means alto- 
gether out ot trouble. It has still to 
deal with the army orricers In Ire- 
land under the new conditions ea>- 
tablished by the Premier's speech ia 
the House or Commons. Brig, Gen. 
Gough declares that this will mean 
wholesale resignations and the dis- 
ruption ot the army. The Premier's 
speech won back the support not 
only ot the Liberals, but or the Irish 
and Labor members or Parliament by 
the stand It took in repudiating the 
guarantee given to the mutinous 
army otricers in Ireland that they 
might decide whether or not 
would serve against the 
Unionists. 

The Liverpool Post, a Liberal 
newspaper, says that the month ot 
Junt is given as the latest date tor 
a general election. It Intimates 
that as a result ot the Intervention 
or King George, an agreement has 
been reached by the Unionists and 
the Liberals under the terms of 
which the home rule bill and the 
Welsh disestablishment bill shall be 
passed, with the understanding that 
a general election shall follow "The 
only thing not abaolutely settled in 
the agreement between the partiea," 
says the newspaper, "was whether 
the plural voting bill also should be 
passed. The difficulties in regard to 
this latter bill are likely to be sur- 
mounted, aowever." 

John Redmond, the Irish lesder, 
and the Nationalist m embers of 
Parliament have remained serene, 
confident that the home rule bill 
will pass by consent, Carson's reign 
ot violence now being at an eud.

A case of particular Interest to re- 
ligious orders in this country baa 
been brought before the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and its 
decision promises to have far-reach- 
ing consequences among all who bind 
themselves by a vow of poverty.

The Irish societies Include, however, 
agricultural banks, agricultural and 
general credit societies, and some of 
them have been In existence since 
1898. while with one exception the 
oldest English credit society waa 
founded In 1904. The membership 
and assets of the Irish societies vary 
greatly, the smallest having but 
sight members, and the largest 342, 
while the assets range from IS to 
113,085. These societies are scat- 
tered all over Ireland, and have 
proved of considerable value to the 
people; so that on the whole It may 
be said that Ireland Is well ahead of 
England and Wales In availing of 
the friendly societies act for the pur- 
pose of forming credit societies for 
the encouragement of 



The American Federation of 
Catholic Societies, who will hold 
their annual convention In Baltimore 
this year, will not convene until tho 
last week In September or the first 
In October. This decision has been 
reached in order to comply with the 
wishes of Cardinal Gibbons, who will 
spend at least two months in Europe.
